A LITTLE HISTORY 


To help some of ou r new people 
u nderstand

tory. 
Back in the days 
of 
‘ wild 
financing"

an in­ 
vestment company was indu ced 
or 
indu ced itself to come into Hamlin 
and with a lot of engineering, 
pro­ 
posed to the City Cou ncil 
that 
an 
ample su pply of water cou ld be had 
for . . . . well abou t $100,000 and as 
some other places had done, there 
was no need of voting to 
get 
this 
amou nt in bonds, bu t ju st warrants 
wou ld do. 
So the su m of $110,000 
was issu ed in du e time, and 
as 
we 
u nderstand it, that same 
company 
had its engineers to make plans and 
specifications for the new work and 
to make a long story short, the ou t­ 
come was nothing to show for 
the 
indebtedness, 
except 
$110,000 
in 
warrants, which somewhere, in 
the 
great world the over 
anxiou s 
in­ 
vestor had pu rchased. 
So it began 
to dawn on Hamlin people, that after 
all, is it any worse for the individu al 
pu rchaser of worthless paper to lose 
his money than for a whole 
com­ 
mu nity to be bu rdened with paying 


for something that they 
did 
not 
get ................... so su it was started, bu t 
not till after qu ite a lot of money 
had been lost trying to make the new 
lake hold. 
As is u su al a good 
cu t 
in a big su it goes to the law 
firm, 
if they win, and it looks like Ham­ 
lin people have a Christmas present, 
in the recent decision, 
they 
have 
won. However no one shou ld think a 
big law su it is won withou t equ ally 
high cost. 
In a previou s test in the federal 
cou rt at Abilene, Ju dge James Wil­ 
son ru led against Hamlin. 
He held 
that the warrants were a valid 
lien 
on the old water plant as well as the 
new part. 
All this has been revers­ 
ed at New Orleans. 
The voidance of this 
u nbearable 
bu rden on the people will now 
en­ 
able some form of financing to pro­ 
vide some dependable water for the 
city. 
Ju st what and how, no 
one 
can tell. 
Bu t all steps in the fu tu re 
will likely be taken after long 
and 
minu te investigation.

That the iSouth 
fails 
to

enough feed and roughage is a state­ 
ment often heard. There is no doubt 
that the South 
could 
and 
should 
raise more and better pastures 
and 
more grains 
and 
hay s. 
Adeq uate 
feed production and pasture 
acre­ 
age are essential to a well-balanced 
farming sy stem. 
Even though this is true, the fact 
that the Southern farmer 
produces 
feed w'hen he grows cotton 
should 
not be ignored. 
In cottonseed meal 
and hulls, the South has 
distinctive 
feeds of the greatest 
importance 
now, and of even greater 
potential 
importance. 
Cottonseed meal is not a “grain.” 
t is more than a grain. It has q ua­ 
lities which grains do not have valu­ 
es that enable it to replace part 
of 
the grain in many rations, 
and 
to 
supplement grains 
in 
all 
rations. 
Cottonseed meal can be used alone, 
without grain. 
It can replace grain. 
But its chief function is to 
supple­ 
ment 
the 
grain 
supplies 
of 
the 
Nation and of the South.

supply cottonseed meal

supple­ 
ment his abundant supply of 
grain, 
and by the livestock authority 
who 
emphasizes 
the

protein 
concentrates in the ration. 
The ‘ Bible” of animal nutrition, 
Morrison’s “Feeds 
and 
Feeding,” 
comments in part: 


The fact that other leading 
live­ 
stock sections look to the South for 
their protein concentrate is a tribute 
to the feeding value

cottonseed 
meal and cake. 
The South, however, 
obtains only a small part of the value 
of these feeds when they are sold to 
other sections.

The result obtained by the State 
of Louisiana, reported to have at­ 
tracted, in one year, $36,000,000 in 
new industries, merits the consider­ 
ation that has been given it by state 
authorities at Austin and others in­ 
terested in the development of Texas 
industrially. 


The basic position of Louisiana ot 
friendliness toward business and in­ 
dustry and of realization of the part 
they play in the prosperity of a State 
is an attitude that its neighbor, Tex­ 
as, would find of practical value.
